Eight children's centres in 
Northants providing support to 
vulnerable young families are fac- 
* ing closure, under plans by the 
county council. 

The cash-strapped authority 
J needs to save £65 million in the 
I next year, including a £3 million 
jj reduction in funding for children’s 
I centres. 


To achieve this, the council says it 
will prioritise spending ‘in areas of 
greatest need’, such as 
Northampton East and Central, 
Corby and Wellingborough. 

But in doing so, eight of the 50 
centres in the county - including in 
Headlands, Wootton and Parklands 
in Northampton - have been ear¬ 
marked for closure. 

The plans have gone out to public 
consultation in the same week a 
serious case review was published 


into the death of a nine-week-old 
baby boy in Northants. 

The review highlighted a need for 
improved information sharing 
about cases of possible neglect. 

Children’s centres support young 
families with a range of advice on 
the health and upbringing of young 
children.

Theatre’s future 
hangs in balance 


Wellingborough councillors have terminated 
the contract of the charity running the town’s 
Castle Theatre. 

The Castle Wellingborough Ltd won the con¬ 
tract to run the arts centre in 2011, knowing 
that the amount of grants the council could 
provide to assist with its running costs would 
need to reduce over time, and that the charity 
would therefore have to generate enough rev¬ 
enue or find alternative funding to make up 
the shortfall. 

Due to this The Castle Wellingborough Ltd 
came to the council in December 2015 with a 
plan to develop the facility and become self¬ 
funding, which councillors accepted. 

Research into the viability of the proposed 
development has shown the company’s finan¬ 
cial liabilities are ‘significant’. 

As a result of this councillors ‘felt unable to 
support the company’s request and unable to 
continue with the existing contract’.

A spate of attacks on elderly 
people has prompted police 
to warn pensioners not to 
open their door to any call¬ 
ers they are not expecting. 

The force has revealed there 
have been more than 50 
reports of robberies and 
distraction burglaries involv¬ 
ing victims over the age 65 
since January 1. 

Most of these attacks have 
happened in Northampton, 
with some in Kettering and 
Wellingborough. 

Detective Inspector Danny 
Gasson is leading the investi¬ 
gation and is hoping the 


public will be able to help 
identify those responsible as 
well as help prevent further 
incidents. 

He said: “With the number 
of offences reported in the 
past couple of months where 
the victims have been 65 or 
over, often much older, it’s 
clear that some offenders 
appear to be targeting the 
homes of elderly or vulnera¬ 
ble victims. 

“The methods vary. In some 
incidents, the offenders have 
knocked at the door and 
persuaded the victim to open 
it by saying they’re from the 
‘water board’ or an official in 
some capacity. Then, as soon 
as the door has been part 


opened, they have forced 
their way in. 

“Others have been typical 
distraction type burglaries, 
where the offender has called 
at the house and ‘conned’ 
their way in, and then an 
accomplice has carried out 
the burglary.” 

He added: “Public support 
is really important and I 
would urge people to help 
elderly relatives, friends and 
neighbours check their home 
is as secure as possible and 
pass on the message never 
open the door to anyone 
they’re not expecting - who¬ 
ever they say they are.”

Teen tied up in 
mystery attack

A teenager has described 
how she was tied up and 
stabbed in her family’s 
Northampton home by a 
mystery attacker. 

But the 17-year-old 
teenager, who lives with 
her dad and twin sister at 
their home on Drywell 
Court, in Standens Barn, 
says she has been even 
more terrified by the fact 
that she can’t remember 
anything about what 
happened. 

Amy Logue, who - as 
well as her sister Amelia 
- studies games design at 
Northampton College, 
remembers going to bed 
last Tuesday night, hav¬ 
ing planned to take the 
next day off college as 
she felt unwell. 

But sometime during 
the next morning, after 
her dad left for work and 
her sister went to college, 
intruders had entered 
their house through an 
unlocked back door 
while Amy was asleep, 
and carried out a bizarre 
raid. 

When Amy awoke she 


found: 

■ she had been tied up 
using computer cables 

■ she had been attacked 
with a blunt knife that 
was left stuck in her leg 

■ all the appliance 
cables in the house had 
been unplugged 

■ the dog had been 
locked in the master 
bedroom 

■ a bath was had been 
run and all the house¬ 
hold shampoo had been 
tipped into it 

■ her mobile phone and 
laptop had been left 
next to her on the ^ 
floor 

■ the intruders 
could have sto¬ 
len money 
from the 
house but did 
not take cash 
that was lying 
around 

“When I woke 
up, all I can remem¬ 
ber is being tied up to the 
food cupboard with 
computer wires, and the 
tip of a fruit knife stuck 
in my leg,” Amy recalled. 

“I was so confused and 
scared. I just burst into 
tears and didn’t know 


what was happening. I 

“I keep wondering how 
this all happened. Stuff 
like why they did it, and 
why they didn’t take any¬ 
thing. 

“My leg is still sore and 
I’m still uncomfortable 
on my own. I get night¬ 
mares, some so bad I 
can’t get back to sleep. 
Sometimes I’m scared to 
sleep. I’m still scared to 
be in the house or out¬ 
side alone.” 

Northants Police have 
said they are investigat¬ 
ing the incident, and are 
appealing for wit¬ 
nesses or any- 
, one with infor- 
^ mation to 
get in touch. 
Amy’s half- 
sister, Bun 
Kemtong, 
V who lives in 
Peterborough, 
said in an appeal: 

“I would say to the 
people of Northampton 
to please come forward if 
they know who did this 
to a defenceless child. 

“She needs to know and 
see that justice can be 
served and doing the 
right thing always wins.”

A man who was arrested on suspicion of mur¬ 
der has been released without charge - and 
police are no longer treating the death of a 
woman in Northampton as suspicious. 

Officers were called to a property in Agnes 
Road, Semilong on Monday night, to reports of 
a woman having been seriously injured. 

The woman died a short time later, and a 
41-year-old man - who was believed to be 
living with her - was arrested on suspicion of 
murder. 

But the man was then released without 
charge around 24 hours later in a dramatic 
u-turn by detectives. 

The announcement yesterday, which came 
after a forensic post mortem examination had 
been carried out, also revealed the woman’s 
death is no longer being treated as suspicious. 

When the initial murder probe was launched, 
police had cordoned off two homes in Agnes 
Road, as well as a nearby shop on Arnold Road 
called ‘Jimmy’s Store’. 

The shop’s owner, Jimmy Patel, only found 
out it his business was closed when he turned 
up the next morning, and was told by officers 



it was being treated as a crime scene. 

He was then told it was closed because the 
arrested man had been shopping at his store 
on the day of the woman’s death. 

Jimmy, aged 48, who lives in Wootton Fields, 
said he was ‘very sad’ to learn of the woman’s 
death, and said she was a frequent customer. 

“Both the woman and the man were regular 
customers,” he said. “The lady was lovely, I 
had known her for years. 

“She was just a normal, lovely person who 
came here every day, and we would always 
have banter about the 5p bags! 

“It was devastating to hear she had died - she 
was a part of the community.”

Making Easter cookies

Welcome to the fourth 
cake/cookies blog by 
the Northants Herald 
& Post’s very own 
cookery writer, Colette 
Rose. 

This month, some¬ 
thing tasty for Easter. 



Hi, I’m Colette Rose 
and I’ve been baking 
cakes and cookies for 
over 10 years. 

I hope you will find 
some of my tips helpful 
and you will enjoy 
seeing some of my 
creations. 

With Easter around 
the corner why not try 
some pretty egg 
shaped cookies with 
the kids. 

You will need an egg 
shaped or 6.5cm circu¬ 
lar cutter, a rolling pin 
and the following: 

275g plain flour (sift¬ 
ed), ltsp baking pow¬ 
der, lOOg caster sugar, 
75g butter (diced), 1 
small egg (beaten), 2 
tbsp golden syrup and 
V 2 tsp vanilla extract 

- STEP 1: Place the 
first four ingredients in 
the list in a bowl and 
rub together until it 
resembles bread¬ 
crumbs. 

- STEP 2: Make a well 
in the dry mixture and 
pour in the final three 
ingredients in the list. 

Mix all ingredients 
together until a dough 
is formed - this may 
take longer than you 
think but have 
patience. 

Place the dough in a 
freezer bag and chill 
for 30 minutes. 


-STEP 3: Roll dough 
to a depth of 5mm. 
Ensure you roll it in 
both directions to 
prevent the dough 
from splitting apart. 

- STEP 4: Now this is 
where I realised I have 
misplaced my egg 
shaped cutter! So I 
used a circular cutter 
and gently moulded 
them into an egg shape 
before baking! 

- STEP 5: Place the 
cut cookies onto a 
baking tray lined with 
greaseproof paper and 
bake in the oven for 
10-12minutes on 
170C/325F/Gas mark 3 
or until golden.

Praising the group - whose 
space centre visit was the 
first time members had got 
together since 2002 - Peake 
wrote: “Kettering Grammar 
School Satellite Tracking 


Group monitored space and 
satellites for nearly half a 
century. Celebrating 50 years 
of pioneering space research 
as an aid to teaching, enjoy 
your day at the National 
Space Centre, Leicester!” 

The Kettering Grammar 
School Satellite Tracking 
Group was set up at the school 
in 1964 by Geoff, who had 
become the head of the phys¬ 
ics department. 

Together with his colleague 
Derek Slater, the pair used 
radio equipment to initially 
detect satellite signals as an 
aid to teaching. But the more 
they discovered, the bigger 
the workload became. 

So in 1964 they asked some 
of the pupils to monitor the 
radio receivers during their 
free time which saw the birth 
group.

The Good Loaf bakery and cafe is 
not yet a year old but already has 
generated amazing word of mouth 
around Northampton. 

The C2C backed community pro¬ 
ject was started with lottery fund¬ 
ing and helps female ex-offenders 
and long term unemployed re¬ 
establish themselves in the world 
of work. 

But it also serves up a range of 
tasty artisan breads and freshly 
prepared cafe dishes that keep the 
customers coming back for more. 

Suzy Van Rooyen oversees the 
project which occupies the former 
shoe factory on the corner of Clare 
Street and Overstone Road. 

She said: “A lot of the women who 
come here just wouldn’t get a 
chance to get this experience any¬ 
where else. They can take courses 
and earn certificates but the most 
valuable part is having contact 
with the public and building their 
confidence.” 

Trust is a key ingredient. During a 
12 week work programme an ex¬ 
offender may find themselves 


working on the till or dealing with 
the public, as well as learning to 
bake cakes or make soups. 

“If there are problems we deal 
with them but it is important we 
start with trust. Our customers are 
very supportive and keen to see the 
women improving their lives,” said 
Suzy, who explained that the dress 
code deliberately does not differ¬ 
entiate between the paid employ¬ 
ees, volunteers and the people on 
work programmes. There is also 
more to The Good Loaf than the 
spacious cafe area. 

There is also space for training 
and offices that various agencies 
such as the probation service can 
use for appointments with the 
women.

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Baby death report 
reflects on failings

A lack of leadership and a 
systems failure have been high¬ 
lighted following an investiga¬ 
tion after the death of a nine- 
week-old baby boy. 

The Northamptonshire 
Safeguarding Children Board 
(NSCB) published its finding fol¬ 
lowing the baby’s death who had 
been sleeping with his mother on 
a sofa. 

The boy referred to as Child R, 
died on December 20, 2014, when 
his mother awoke to find her baby 
unresponsive. An open verdict 
was recorded at an inquest in 
October last year. 

The child’s death triggered a 
Serious Case Review (SCR) and 
was widened to look at the inter¬ 
action between professionals and 
Child R’s family, which included 
his four siblings. 

The SCR looked at the wider 
family unit, examining the level 
of engagement between the 
mother and health and social 
care professionals and the actions 
on the part of the primary school 
attended by the two oldest sib¬ 
lings in responding appropriately 
to a number of incidents which 
may have indicated neglect. 



These included family siblings 
attending school wearing dirty, 
damp clothing, seen picking food 
to eat off the dining room floor 
and a very severe case in both 
older children of head lice 
infestation. 

Speaking at a press briefing yes¬ 
terday, Keith Makin, chairman of 
the NSCB said: “This was a failure 
of leadership in parts of the 
system. We do not have any evi¬ 
dence of similar effects on other 
families. 

“We are concerned by what hap¬ 
pened and this report reflects 
this. We take very seriously what 
has happened and we are making 


sure the recommendations put in 
place are followed very seriously” 
The recommendations includ¬ 
ed: 

■ Guidance to be followed in all 
cases of concealed pregnancy 

■ Northamptonshire neglect 
assessment tool to be used in all 
cases of neglect 

■ All professionals to highlight 
dangers of co-sleeping 

■ A review of the safeguard train¬ 
ing for schools, to make sure they 
can spot cases of neglect 

■ Findings of report sent to all 
partner agencies to help them 
recognise cases of neglect at an 
early stage 

■ Raising awareness of damaging 
effects of lice infestation 

Mr Makin said the death of 
Child R was in his opinion tragic 
and as a result of the mother’s 
misjudgement. 

He said the child was well looked 
after and usually slept in a Moses 
basket but not on this occasion 
which unfortunately ended with 
his death. 

He said: “Our hearts go out to 
the family for the death of their 
baby. Its death was concluded to 
have been caused by the mother 
sleeping with the baby.” 
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Ice cream van seized 


An ice cream van man is facing a fine - 
although unlikely to be into the hundreds 
and thousands - after his vehicle was 
seized by police. 

The van was stopped by officers last 
Thursday on a rocky road in Cotton End, 
near the Carlsberg brewery in Northampton, 
after they spotted the driver using his 
mobile phone and not wearing a seatbelt. 

But the driver’s Fab day was to become a 
Haagen-Dazs-aster when some investiga¬ 
tive work by the chilled police officers 
churned out an interesting discovery - that 


the vehicle was also untaxed. The van was 
whipped away by police, with the driver 
facing the prospect of scooping up points 
on his driving licence, as well as a possible 
fine - unless he opts for an education 
course. 

PC Dave Lee, who was one of the officers 
who stopped the driver, shared a picture of 
the van on Twitter, along with the message: 
“Not just cars we seize. 

“Driver stopped using phone, not wearing 
his seatbelt and the vehicle declared sorn. 
#untaxed.”

A ‘celebration of his life’ service will 
be held in memory of the face 
behind the #BacZac campaign, who 
passed away two weeks ago after a 
rare battle with two cancers. 

The tribute, which will celebrate 
the life of Zac Forskitt - a former 
Northampton School for Boys 
student - will be held at the stadium 
of his beloved club Northampton 
Saints. 

It will take place in the Rodber 
Suite at Franklin’s Gardens at 1pm 
on April 1, and the dress code will 
be ‘no suits or ties’, but instead - ‘all 
in check shirts’. 

Another service will follow later in 
the day - at 2.30pm - at the rugby 
club 20-year-old Zac used to play for 
- Old Northamptonians (ONs). 

Between the two services, close 
family and friends will attend a 
short service at the crematorium, 
before they join the event at ONs 
and raise a glass of gin and tonic in 
Zac’s memory. 

The announcement of next week’s 
services were made on the BacZac

Facebook page, which also made 
the following appeal: “If you would 
like to bring flowers, we ask instead 
of buying a bouquet please buy a 
single orange flower of your choice 
from any florist and attach a short 
message on a piece of card which 
the family could read later. 

“This can be taken on the day or 
dropped into Abington Funeral 
Services beforehand. If you’d like to 
make a donation please make this 
to the family at the ON’s so they can 
help Billy’s House which was an 
invaluable resource to the family 


during the last seven months.” 

Last September Zac, of Abington 
Vale, was diagnosed with two forms 
of cancer - a tumour on his chest 
and a rare form of leukaemia. 

But rather than letting the devas¬ 
tating news get him down, he had 
‘continued to smile’ since the diag¬ 
nosis, and inspired his family to 
kick-start a campaign to raise 
awareness of his condition - which 
they called ‘BacZac’. Since then, the 
campaign gained hundreds of sup¬ 
porters - including many celebrity 
names, who would voice their sup¬ 


port by wearing the iconic orange 
#BacZac beanie. 

Following the sad passing of Zac 
earlier this month, his former team 
NSB U18s took to the hallowed turf 
of Twickenham in the NatWest 
Schools Vase final - and won. 

The team had paid tribute to Zac 
by holding a one minute’s silence 
before the game, while his name 
was lit up on screens. 

And to top off the perfect tribute, 
the team then pulled a #BacZac 
beanie over the trophy that they 
had won.

Famous pub is going for a song 



IT MIGHT be more than a 
century old, but wartime 
marching tune It’s A Long Way 
To Tipperary still rakes in cash 
from performances around the 
world and ringtones. 

Although copyright usually 
expires 70 years after a 
composer’s death, it continues to 
provide an income for Harry 
Williams’ relatives, making it the 
longest-earning song in musical 
history. 

Despite its Irish name, the 
homesick ballad started life in 
the heart of England composed 
by Williams with music hall 
entertainer Jack Judge in 1912. 
Within weeks the song’s 
popularity had spread among the 
troops fighting the Germans and 
it became one of the First World 
War’s defining symbols. 

The song is thought to have 
been penned at this 
Warwickshire pub in Honiley, 
once called the Plough Inn and 
owned by Williams’ parents; he 


bought the pub for them with the 
royalties and they changed its 
name to the Tipperary Inn. 

Now this piece of musical 
history could be yours for £39,950 
with a rent of £23,000 a year.

Dick Cavett was a writer for The 
Tonight Show before he became a talk 
show host. 

It is his shows and the interviews he 
carried out with politicians, those who 
objected to the war, those who were in 
favour of the war and those who had 
served in Vietnam which are used as the 
meat in the documentary sandwich. 

Around it, the two pieces of bread are 
the news broadcasts and reports which 
were seen on American television at the 
time. 

It is a thought provoking insight into a 
country in turmoil with itself and how 
generations are divided by their opinion 
about the Vietnam War. 

Even if you had watched the Dick 
Cavett Show at the time I do not think 
you would have seen what you see 
today.

New look for Ibiza CUPRA 



Twenty years on from the birth of 
its iconic CUPRA performance 
arm, which all started with an 
Ibiza, SEAT has confirmed UK 
pricing and specification for the 
latest version of its pocket rocket. 

Among several key changes for 
the new Ibiza CUPRA are a new 
two-tier range, plus a raft of tech¬ 
nical enhancements including a 
new engine with even more 
power and torque, plus the small 
matter of the reintroduction of a 
manual gearbox. 

Exclusively available in the SC 
(Sports Coupe) bodystyle, it will 
be available in two versions. 

Kicking things off is the stand¬ 
ard CUPRA for £18,100, £880 less 
than the previous model (with 
DSG transmission), rising to 
£18,900 for CUPRA Black, which 
is expected to be the best-selling 
version. 

The new Ibiza CUPRA has a 
powerful and edgy stance, with 
the three-door SC brought to life 
by sharply executed lines and 
edges. The accentuated rear 
shoulders and exclusive 17-inch 
alloy wheels also underline its 
performance. 

The high-gloss black door 
mirrors and front grille frame set 
a clear contrast to the Ibiza 
CUPRA’s paintwork, while at the 
rear its broad bumper frames a 
substantial matt-black diffuser 
which incorporates the race- 


honed central exhaust tailpipe. 
Emocion Red is the standard 
free-of-charge paint choice. 

The upgrades continue on the 
inside, with the latest Ibiza 
CUPRA taking a series of styling 
cues from its bigger brother, 

Leon. In comes a much higher 
quality interior, with more premi¬ 
um and tactile touches including 
a new steering wheel, air vents, 
instrument panel and infotain¬ 
ment systems. 

As well as the series of improve¬ 
ments under the skin, it also 
ushers in several new items of 
equipment, including a five-inch 


Media System with colour touch¬ 
screen and DAB digital radio, 
Bluetooth® audio streaming and 
hands-free system, plus multi¬ 
function steering wheel. 

In keeping with SEAT’S safety 
expertise, Hill Hold Control and 
Tiredness Recognition System 
have also been added to its long 
list of core equipment. 

The standard CUPRA offers 
17-inch ‘Barcino’ alloy wheels, 
auto lights and wipers, XDS elec¬ 
tronic differential lock, CUPRA 
front sports seats, electrically 
adjustable, heated and folding 
door mirrors, plus climate control 


and cruise control. On the out¬ 
side, the entry point to SEAT’S 
CUPRA line-up is immediately 
distinguishable through bi-xenon 
headlamps with cornering lights 
and LED daytime running lights 
and LED rear lights, plus tinted 
glass on the side and rear win¬ 
dows. 

The range-topping, CUPRA 
Black, brings with it a whole host 
of styling and technology addi¬ 
tions, costing £800 more than the 
standard model but offering 
around £1,000 worth of addition¬ 
al equipment, for an even sportier 
and striking look.

Volkswagen’s improved third 
generation Touran is designed to 
compete with the best that the 
compact seven-seater MPV class 
can offer. 

Underpinnings from a Golf 
hatch bring with them highly 
efficient engines that complement 
neat design and general 
quality that can’t be bettered in 
the Scenic and C-MAX sector. 

As the demand for MPVs has 
grown, so has the demand that 
they drive more like ‘normal’ 
cars. 

The Touran has always been 
relatively good dynamically but 
more will be expected of this 
model, which is longer, wider, 
lighter than its predecessors and 
comes equipped with a range of 
petrol and diesel engines that are 
more powerful. 

In the driver’s seat, the steer¬ 
ing column has been pitched 
at a slightly flatter angle to the 
dash and the steering wheel is 
more upright for a sportier feel. 
The dash panel has also been 
redesigned with a more driver- 
oriented layout. 

From the outside, this model is 
still unmistakably a Touran but, 
due to its longer wheelbase, it 
now looks sleeker and sharper. 

At the front, the slim lower 
breather opening accentuates this 


MPV’s width and low centre of 
gravity. Below the side windows 
is a contoured shoulder line 
starting above the front wheel 
arch which also emphasises its 
length. Long side windows add to 
what Volkswagen hopes is a light, 
sporty appearance. 

This MK3 model Touran is the 
first MPV the brand has based 
upon its Modular Transverse 
Matrix chassis, which allows a 
larger wheelbase and extra room 
inside. The passenger aspect of 
the interior has been completely 
restyled. Its strongest selling 
point is the second row seats 
which can now be folded flat with 
the luggage compartment floor. 
That family-friendliness is added 
to by no fewer than 47 storage 
compartments. 

The Touran has already estab¬ 
lished a strong following amongst 
growing families. All it really 
needed was a little more of a 
spark, both in way it looked and 
performed. 

Will it be enough? Maybe not to 
shift this car’s appeal too far from 
those who would have bought 
one anyway but it remains the 
quality choice at the upper end of 
the compact seven-seater MPV 
sector - and a surprisingly afford¬ 
able one. It’s not an avant garde 
option but it’s a stylishly safe one.

GRIPPED BY THE COBBLERS

Ricky Holmes curled a 95th minute winner at 
Stevenage to complete an astounding 3-2 
fightback that leaves Northampton 11 points 
clear of rivals Oxford and on the edge of glory. 

‘League Two Messi’ Holmes’ late winner 
would have been too preposterous for even 
Roy of the Rovers writers as he shot from 18 
yards to leave the away Cobblers following in 
raptures. 

Holmes, as he so often does, emerged as the 
match winner on a chaotic day in 
Hertfordshire for Northampton. 

A fussy system of allocated seating meant 
that hundreds of traveling Cobblers fans were 
left to stand in gangways in the overspill of 
Town’s away end. 

Some missed the opening Stevenage goal due 
to rowing between away fans who wanted to 
stand instead of remaining seated. Boro’s 
Wilkinson won the battle of the Lukes to out- 
jump Northampton’s Prosser to slam an 11th 
minute header past Adam Smith from a Dean 
Parrett corner. 

A rare Adam Smith goalkeeping error on the 
half-hour mark gifted Boro their second as the 
Northampton stopper misjudged a long free 
kick launched towards the Town box. Again 
Prosser was out-muscled/fouled by Wilkinson 
with the Boro defender heading into an empty 
net. 

This looked like an unthinkable return to 
the days of defeat for Cobblers yet they gave 
themselves room for manoeuvre via a lames 
Collins header just before half time. No sooner 
had Collins, who had disgraced himself at 
Cheltenham in midweek, beaten the Boro off¬ 
side trap were Northampton wags singing 
about him peeing where he wants. 

Cobblers stormed back into the match after 
half time. Crowd favourite John-Joe O’Toole 
showed his predatory instincts with a back- 
post finish on the stretch six minutes after the 
restart. 

There’s no doubt the introduction of attack¬ 
ing midfielders Sam Hoskins and Lawson 
D’Ath gave Northampton, who smelled blood, 
the impetus. Hoskins, in particular, was able 
to carry the ball more effectively and was 
pulled down by Fraser Franks on 79 minutes 
for a straightforward red card with Hoskins 
preparing for a one-on-one. 

That man Holmes was unable to send the 
resulting free kick on target but he made 
amends during an unbearable period of five 
minutes added time when he added to his Goal 
of the Season compilation. 

Put the Champagne on ice. On this showing, 
the Cobblers will get automatic promotion and 
they will take the League Two crown. Newport 
County are next up at Sixfields on Good Friday 
with only nine games remaining. 


Buchanan relishing end 
to ‘best season ever’

David Buchanan is looking for¬ 
ward to one of the most excit¬ 
ing run-ins to a season of his 
career as Northampton Town 
look to seal their promotion 
from League Two in the weeks 
ahead. 

The 17-point gap between the 
Cobblers and fourth-placed 
Plymouth means Town need a 
maximum of 11 points from 
their remaining nine games to 
reach English football’s third 
tier for the first time since 2009. 

Buchanan was in Preston’s 
squad last year when they 
earned promotion from League 
One via the play-offs, but he 
rates this current campaign, 
which has seen Northampton 
surge clear at the top of the 
table, extremely highly. 

He said: “Throughout my 
career, this is the best season, 
without question. To be in the 
position we are with nine games 
to go and to be 11 points clear of 
the team in second [Oxford] 
and with a fantastic opportuni¬ 
ty to lift a trophy. 

“That’s what we’re all focus¬ 
sing on - at the start of the sea¬ 
son everyone wants to finish as 
number one and for the first 37 
games we’ve proved that we’re 
the best team in the league. 

“We want to prove, come that 
final day at Portsmouth when 
it’s all said and done, that we 
are number one in the league.” 

Buchanan wants to be able to 
be part of a trophy presentation 
after Northampton’s final home 
game of the season against 
Luton, with close to 8,000 inside 
Sixfields, including those sat in 
the new seats in the East Stand. 

“That would be very nice,” he 
said. “The seats are going in - 
we’ve had a full house for 
months and it would be fantas¬ 
tic for these fans to get a trophy 



at the end of it as well because 
they’ve been with us every step 
of the way.” 

Buchanan has been a model of 
consistency in his first season 
with Northampton and has 
made the left back spot his own 
throughout the campaign by 
starting in every game. 

Lor the Cobblers’ last seven 
games, the 29-year-old has been 
in possession of the captain’s 
armband in the absence of reg¬ 
ular skipper Marc Richards, who 
could return from his Achilles 
injury in Good Friday’s match 
against Newport. 

On his time leading the team 
out, Buchanan said: “It’s some¬ 
thing that I’m proud of. 

“The gaffer sees me as a leader 
of the dressing room and some¬ 
one he trusts to go out there and 


be a leader on the pitch. When 
you’re out there, you don’t really 
focus on whoever’s got the arm- 
band - we’re 11 players and 
we’re all as one, whoever has got 
it. 

“But it’s nice that I’m chosen 
when Marc’s not playing. 

“I like to give 100 per cent every 
single game, I try my best to 
leave everything I can out there 
for my teammates.” 

Buchanan is delighted that 
Richards’ return is imminent, 
saying: “It’s fantastic to have the 
skipper back around the train¬ 
ing ground. 

“He’s a massive player for this 
football team and he’s been fan¬ 
tastic all season. Every time he 
puts that shirt on, he proves why 
he’s the captain and I love play¬ 
ing with him.”

She will rest up on Wednesday to try and recov¬ 
er in time for the slalom and giant slalom events 
later in the week but had no complaints about 
her result on Tuesday. 

“Silver was a good result for me - my back has 
been really bad today, so I was just pleased to 
get down,” explained Anderson. 

“My back has been very painful since I woke up 
this morning, so I have just been trying to get 
through today. 


“Coming second is a positive result, especially 
as it’s only the second time I have done a down¬ 
hill race. I really enjoy downhill and I wish we 
could do it a bit more often.” 

Anderson has already had a successful week in 
the French Alps with her two downhill silvers 
being added to the junior and U18 super-G golds 
she won on Sunday. 

On that day she edged out Cooper and as she 
prepares for slalom and giant slalom, she is cer¬ 
tainly not bitter about her friend gaining revenge 
two days later. 

“I’m always pleased when Yas wins - obviously 
you are disappointed in yourself but we have 
known each other for years, so it’s fine,” added 
Anderson.

Grand Slam memories (of

What a contrast from last October - maybe 
there’s a future for English rugby after all? 

Five and a half months on from their humiliat¬ 
ing exit from their own Rugby World Cup, 
England clinched their first Grand Slam in 13 
years. This was also only their second Six 
Nations title in that timeframe. 

England set the seal on their clean sweep and 
confirmed their renaissance with a 31-21 victo¬ 
ry over France on a cold Saturday night in Paris. 

They frayed a few nerves along the way by 
continuously allowing Maxime Machenaud 
shots at their posts due to their patchy disci¬ 
pline, but in scoring three tries and conceding 
none this was a fully deserved win. 

Their captain Dylan Hartley wasn’t able to fin¬ 
ish the game, however, after he was knocked out 
by taking a blow to the head in tackling gargan¬ 
tuan French prop Uini Atonio. 

He was able to lift the Six Nations trophy after 
the game, although he has no memory of doing 
so and is unlikely to be back in action for Saints 
when they take on Harlequins this Sunday. 

Kieran Brookes should be pretty fresh, though, 
after being an unused replacement at the Stade 
de France, while Courtney Lawes and Paul Hill 
had previously played a part for the Red Rose. 

Northampton will be welcoming back George 
North with the winger bang in form after he 
scored for the fourth game in a row as Wales 
hammered Italy 67-14 in Cardiff. 

There wasn’t much to play for at the Aviva 
Stadium and what resulted was a contest that 
was fun to watch as Ireland defeated Scotland 
35-25.

Director of rugby Jim Mallinder is pleased 
with Northampton Saints’ form during 
the Six Nations period, which saw them 
win five of their seven games without their 
international players. 

In the absence in various periods of the 
likes of Dylan Hartley, George North, 
Kieran Brookes and Courtney Lawes, 
Northampton have been able to revive 
their Premiership campaign. 

Although their hopes of reaching the 
play-offs took a blow last Sunday when they 
were defeated 20-12 by Exeter Chiefs, 
Saints’ levels of performance in the last six 
weeks have made a top four finish a real 
possibility. 

Speaking after the loss at Sandy Park, 
Mallinder said: “Without a doubt, it has 
been a good period. It was disappointing to 
lose this final one, but we’ve had a good run 
of results and I think our performances 
have been very good. 

“I’m very pleased with some of the perfor¬ 
mances of the other squad members. I 
think they’ve put pressure on those inter¬ 
nationals and they’re certainly not going to 
walk in just like that. 

“I’m pleased where we’re at, disappointed 
to lose today, but we’ve got a tough run-in. 
There are some tough teams we’ve got to 
play but we can win them and we can finish 
in this top four.” 

With five games of the regular season left, 
Saints are fifth in the table behind Leicester 
Tigers, who leapfrogged them by defeating 
champions Saracens a few hours after the 
loss at Exeter. 

But the gap between them could have 
been just two points had George Pisi not 
had a late try, which would have earned a 


losing bonus point, harshly ruled out for 
foul play from Jamie Gibson. 

This was not a ruling Mallinder agreed 
with, as he said: “I thought it was a poor 
decision from the referee [Greg Garner], I 
know he made the ruling. 

“I’ve just heard somebody say we knocked 
it on, but I think Jamie Gibson went up for 
the ball in the air and competed for it hon¬ 
estly.” 

Mallinder believes, however, that the per¬ 
formance of his side in the first half, that 
saw them build a 12-3 lead is something 
that can be worked on. 

He said: “It’s [about] getting your set- 
piece right, defending hard at times and 
taking your opportunities in attack and I 
think we did that. 

“Our counter attack was very good and we 


scored some good tries.” Ahead of Easter 
Sunday’s game against fellow play-offs 
chasers Harlequins at Franklin’s Gardens, 
Northampton will have a decision to make 
on England captain Dylan Hartley. 

The 29-year-old hooker was forced out of 
England’s Grand Slam-clinching 31-21 
victory over France after being knocked 
unconscious in tackling Uini Atonio. 

He was able to take part in the celebra¬ 
tions after the game, but Saints will be 
wary of bringing him back too soon, as 
Hartley had a six-week lay-off earlier this 
season due to concussion symptoms. 

Mallinder said: “I received a text from 
him this morning and I’ve seen a few 
pictures of him looking fit and well. 

“We’ll go through the fitness protocols 
with him and we’ll see where he is.”

Northampton Town manager Chris 
Wilder takes the new seats currently 
being installed in the East Stand at 
Sixfields as a sign that the club is 
moving forward after its period of 
uncertainty. 

The sight Cobblers fans have been 
waiting almost two years for finally 
happened this week as the claret and 
white seats added colour to what has 
been a building site for what feels like 
an eternity. 

Sixfields will become a four-sided 
ground again when Northampton 
host Notts County on Saturday 2 
April - the day their supporters will 
be able to sit in the East Stand for the 
first time since redevelopment began 
in the summer of 2014. 

Wilder said: “There’s always talk of 
what we’re all trying to do and what 
the chairman’s trying to do, but foot¬ 
ball supporters, who have been in the 
game for a long time, want to see 
things happening. 

“We always said the day we saw a 
few hard hats in here and work hap¬ 
pening was the day where we’re mov¬ 
ing forward, so it’s great news for 
everybody. 

“Of course things are fantastic on 
the pitch, but the bigger issue is get¬ 
ting this ground ready and up to 
where it should be. 

“We’ve all been in the same boat - 
we’ve all looked for far too long, over 
at this side of the ground, at concrete 
so it’s nice to see a little bit or colour 
in.” 

Wilder was speaking ahead of an 
Easter period that could put the 
Cobblers on the brink of promotion 
to League One and move them closer 
to their first league title since 1987. 

Town go into their Good Friday fix¬ 


ture, at home to Newport County, 11 
points clear of Oxford United and 
they follow this game up with a trip 
to Mansfield on Easter Monday. 

Wilder revealed he has almost a 
fully-fit squad for the double-header, 
which means club captain and top 
scorer Marc Richards should be 
available. 

“Marc’s trained this week so we’ll 
have a decision. I’ve said all along if 
we get Marc Back into the group, it 
gives us a massive boost,” Wilder 
said. 

“I believe he’s the best centre for¬ 
ward in the division for what he does, 


in every aspect of his play, and that’s 
without him being the club captain. 

He has to be right, he has to be 
ready and we have to make sure we 
look after him as well - if we do get 
him back this weekend it will be a 
boost to the fellow players. 

“This team looks full of energy and 
full of desire late on in games. We’re 
fit, we’re raring to go and we’re look¬ 
ing forward to a cracking home game 
on Friday.” 

Despite Newport being 17th in the 
table and not having anything to play 
for, Wilder will not be taking them 
lightly, especially after the Exiles 


stunned promotion-chasing 
Portsmouth by defeating them 3-0 at 
Fratton Park in their last away game. 

Wilder said: “We all know the divi¬ 
sion and they’ll be going down the 
road that they won at Portsmouth, 
which you can’t get away from.
